DETAILED ACTION 

The response filed on 1/21/2009 has been entered and overcomes the rejections 
to the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 27-28 and 30-33 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
independent claim 27, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggest a plasma 
display comprised of, in part, at least one pad connected with the at least one bus line 
conductor, the at least one pad including opposing side sections, each of the side 
sections having a blunted triangular shape, the side sections tapering away from an 
interior portion of the at least one pad, wherein the interior portion of the at least one 
pad includes blunted triangular shape end portions, one of the end portions connecting 
with the at least one bus line conductor, along with the rest of the limitations of the 
claim. 

Regarding independent claim 30, the prior art of record neither shows nor 
suggest a plasma display comprised of, in part, at least one pad connected with the at 
least one bus line conductor, the at least one pad including opposing side sections, 
each of the side sections having a blunted triangular shape, the side sections tapering 
away from an interior portion of the at least one pad, wherein the at least one pad has 
an octagonal shape, along with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

Due to their dependency, claims 28 and 31-33 are necessarily allowable.
